LOOPHOLES 
in t he Law

Joe Doakes was charged with 
robbery with a pistol. A jury 
found lrirn guilty, and his stence 
was fixed at fifteen years in the 
penitentiary. 
The indictment of Doakes read, 
in part, as follows: "that one 
Joe Doakes, by assault and by 
violence, with a firearm, robbed 
one John Smith of one ten-cent 
piece . . . " However, when John 
Smith took the stand during the 
trial he testified th at he actually 
had been robbed of two nickels 
instead of one dime. The jury 
saw no difference and promptly 
convicted Doakes. 
The case was reversed by a 
higher court. Its ruling was that 
the proof did not meet the alle­ 


gations 
against 
Doakes—simply 
because of the difference between 
two iive-cent pieces and one ten- 
cent piece. The higher court rul­ 
ed that Doakes was entitled to 
» new trial. 
The State Bar favors revision 
of Texas' criminal statutes in 
such a way as to eliminate tech­ 
nicalities that result in delay and 
additional expenditure from pub­
